which he had 800 pounds of avoca- 
dos. He was struck by a car driven 
by an employee of the Chevrolet 
garage in Pomona,, Otho Wilson, 
who was on his way to deliver auto- 
mobile parts to the Chevrolet gar- 
age in Covina. The crash practically 
destroyed the two cars, according to 
mechanics who were summoned 
from Covina garages. Wilson was 
not seriously hurt. 


Attracted by the noise of the im- 


pact, "Blackie" Holden, an employee 
in the orchard of I. D. Houser, was 
the first to render aid. Funk was 
caught in the wreckage of his car 
and could not get out by his own 
efforts. The rescuers were obliged 
to tear the car apart and turn it 
over before ,the, rancher was-extri- 
cated.

Eighteen days after his wife 
was a death victim in an automobile 
crash at the corner of Grand avenue 
and San Bernardino road, when he 
limself was at the wheel, he died 
Torn injuries to his chest, and at a 
time when it was thought that he 
was recovering. An autopsy, held at 
the funeral parlors, revealed that the 
actual cause of death was plural 
pneumonia, but the congestion had 
been caused by crushed ribs, which 
set up an inflammation. The three 
ribs injured in the accident had 
started to heal, and would have been 
of no lasting consequence in his re- 
covery, had it not been that the 
pressure on the lungs caused him to 


condition.

The moving 
wheel of political fortune raised him to a 
pinnacle in his old age, and he found himself 
in a position of commanding authority. 


It is a curious fact that nearly all his life 


he fought boss rule, gag politics and battled 
as a liberal, only to be put in command at a 
time when the administration insisted on a 
subservient congress that voted enmasse for 
the president's legislation. The tactics of some 
Republican leaders in the past, particularly 
Speaker Cannon, were obnoxious to him, and 
he was constantly on his feet to combat steam- 
roller methods. Yet, he was thrust into a posi- 
tion where he steam-rollered legislation as 
ruthlessly as did the man he fought so'hard 
in earlier days. 


A kindly man was Speaker Rainey, beloved 


especially by the newspapermen because of 
his picturesque methods that made news. Of 
latter years he was sometimes referred to as 
the Lloyd George of America. 


With the recalcitrant Democrats under his 


rule he was uncompromising. Congressman 
Hoeppel of this, the twelfth California dis- 
trict, gained the speaker's wrath because he 
insisted in voting his own way, an indepen- 
dence which Rainey himself practiced thru a 
long career in public office. It seems a curious 
quirk of fate that Rainey, the outstanding 
liberal, should have closed his career as a vir- 
tual dictator for the administration, but many 
changes in policy have come with the chang- 
ing times of the last few years.

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of a judge lies in his ability to give impartial 
justice, even though he is passing judgment 
on a friend and neighbor. Every man of 
thinking ability knows that such a position 
calls for tact, for intelligence. 


Judge Reed has rarely been reversed in his 


lower court decisions. In fact, he has had but 
five reversals by the higher courts in the past 
sixteen years. This denotes a knowledge of 
the law, and it also denotes tact and impar- 
tiality. If he has made enemies in the past 
sixteen years it is certain that they are few 
in number, or else you and all of us would be 
engaged in a controversy over his election to 
this newly-consolidated position. It would be 
too much to say that he hasn't made some 
persons dissatisfied. But in the main all per- 
sons appearing before him have been impress- 
ed with his fairness, and they are not holding 
adverse decisions against him. 


The Argus feels a personal duty in express- 


ing a preference for Judge Reed. The prefer- 
ence is based on facts contained in his record. 
If this township wants to be fairly represented 
in the new consolidation it will be well if the 
citizens east their votes for Judge Reed. It 
should be something to consider thai in these 
perilous times we have a man of his calibre, 
who makes his decisions in an unhurried man- 
ner, and makes them according to the law 
and' the facts, tempered in his sentences by a 
real interest in the individual. We feel that 
we can predict an overwhelming vote for 
Judge Reed in this township, in the same 
manner that he has been elected three times 
at the primaries during his sixteen years of 
service to the people. 


A perusal of the sample ballot brings a sur- 


prise in the fact that there are numerous 
judges running for re-election who are unop- 
posed, or are opposed only by some nominal 
and unknown candidate. The number of can- 
didates in the field would lead one to believe 
that there are a dozen running against every 
encumbent, but such is not the case. 


It speaks well for a judge that he has been 


able to hold his position and do his work dur- 
ing the last four years of very difficult times 
and emerge from that period with no candi- 
date running against him. There must be 
something worth while in such a man, when 
it is taken into consideration that there are 
hundreds who are eager to occupy his posi- 
tion. 


Electing judges by popular vote has its dis- 


tinct disadvantages. We most certainly do 
not always pick the best man. But there is 
much doubt of the wisdom of the appointive 
system that \vill be advocated on the Novem- 
ber ballot. If judges are appointed by the 
governor at the behest of a group of advisers, 
why not other offices in state and county? It 
seems like a step away from the American 
iuii'n ul government. 


A better method, in our opinion, would be 


to elect judges by districts. A smaller sub- 
division than that of Los Angeles county 
would bring the candidate closer to the peo- 
ple. 
There is no form of government so effi- 


cient and so responsive to the people as the 
small town or small district. Los Angeles 
county is too large " political subdivision to 
make possible a close relationship between 
the people and their courts. 


terest and redemption items are fix- ! 
ed charges, and since a definite I 
amount of money must be provided, 
the rate is absolutely dependent on 
the assessed valuation. 
For two 


years, with a drop in excess of $600,- 
000 in our assessed valuation, the 
rate was retained. Last year it was 
found necessary to increase ths ap- 
portionment from 46 cents to 57 
cents. With an additional decrease 
of more than $150,000 this year, an 
additional 1 cent has been added to 
this part of the total tax charge. 


For a number of years a rate of 


19 cents had been held for the li- 
brary. Last year it was found neces- 
sary to either cut this rate 1 cent or 
increase our total rate to offset the 
costs. The cut to 18 cents was made. 
With the very great difference in 
assessed valuations and the reduced 
rate combined, the library board was 1 
unable to properly meet the de- j 
mands for service that the public I 
made. For that reason the rate for 
the coming year has been set at 22 
cents. 


During the four-year period the 


assessed valuations have decreased 
$768,400, or 35 per cent, and thru 
strict economy of operation an addi- 
tion of but 9 per cent has been made 
in the rate. During that time the 
council has purchased thru the gen- 
eral fund $15,000 worth of fire equip- 
ment, and has maintained all de- j 
partments of government at their j 
regular standard of efficiency.

new rate as established will not 
mean an increase in the amount of 
taxes to be paid.

It would place bridle 
and blinders on our educational sys- 
tem, and would thereby cause it to 
cease to be an educational system. 


GOOD INTENTIONS 


These patriotic organizations are 


without question motivated by good 
intentions, but hell itself is said to 
be paved with good intentions. No 
government ever progressed with- 
out adopting and adapting portions 
of other governmental policies. We 
have always benefited by the tri- 
umphs and mistakes of other gov- 
ernments, and always will. 


If we prevent the youth of our 


land from knowing what other gov- 
ernments are doing and what other 
patriots in other lands are advocat- 
ing, we will speedily establish an 
autocracy in this country that will 
destroy the government quicker and 
with more bloodshed than the wild- 
est dreams of the Reds could concoct 
out of a nightmare of world revolu- 
tion. Some of our patriotic organi- 
zations are most certainly friends 
of American institutions, but it has 
been said that only God can protect

CONSTITUTION FOR ALL 


In the San Francisco waterfront 


strike the police and union leaders 
combined to conduct raids on Com- 
munist headquarters, and the men 
and women arrested were brought 
by the hundreds to jail and booked. 
What happened? 
Judges in the 


courts turned loose every person 
arrested the next day. Not one was 
held on any charge whatever. 


The courts of this land must oper- 


ate under the direction of the con- 
stitution of the United States, and it 
is recommended that patriotic or- 
ganizations take this fact into con- 
sideration. Any,law which might be 
enacted which attempted to restrict 
the legitimate functions of educators 
in the schools or the freedom of the 
press would promptly be declared 
unconstitutional.
